Tue  rolloWing  statement  is  from  the  Morning  Chronicle  i — 

“We  stated,  on  Tuesday,  that  Lord  CooERicn  had  tendered  his  resigna¬ 
tion,  and  that  his  resignation  had  been  accepted  by  his  Majesty.  We 
have  been  borne  out  in  that  statement  by  the  Timet  of  yesterday,  which 
asserts,'  that  in  tendering  his  resignation.  Lord  Goderich  was  not  influ' 
enced  solely  by  domestic  occurrences,  but  also  by  his  having  proposed  to  his 
Majesty,* in  conjunction  with  Mr  Huseisson  and  Lord  Dudley  and 
Ward,  that  Lord  Holland  should  be  received  into  the  Cabinet.  In  this 
latter  assertion  of  the  Times  we  take  leave  to  concur  entirely.  We  have 
no  besitatioh  in  now  stating,  that  Lord  Goderich  did  recommend  Lord 
Holland  to  his  Majesty.  That  Lord  GoDERicirs  resignation  was  ac- 
ttpted  we  a^in  adhrm  ^  and  we  presume  every  one  who  will  admit  that 
his  resignation  was  accepted,  will  concur  with  us  in  our  opinion/that  his 
Majesty  did  not  accede  to  his  recommendation,  or  his  resignation  would 
not  have  been  accepted.  If  his  resignation  was  accepted  on  the  ground  of 
ill-health  or  domestic  circumstances,  perhaps  his  Lordship  himself  will  offer 
to  the  public  an  explanation  of  the  changes  which  have  so  suddenly  taken 
place  in  both,  as  to  render  them  no  longer  an  obstacle  to  his  remaining  in 
place.  But  we  are  bound,  in  justice  to  ourselves,  to  state,  that  we  do  not 
believe  that  any  alteration  has  taken  place  either  in  his  Lordship*s  health 
or  his  domesiic  affairs  that  can  enable  him  to  continue  in  office,  if  they 
Airced  him  to  tender  his  resignation.**  ^ 

*  We  must  confess  that  we  remain  rather  incredulous  respecting  one 
of  these  facii.  We  do  not  question  the  tender  of  resignation,  but  the 
afleged  cause  of  it.  The  domestic  reasons  referred  to,  which  are  of 
sufficient  notoriety,  would  of  themselves  be  enough  to  induce  Lord 
OooidaicH,  or  any  other  man  breathing,  whose  affection  for  place 
wm  short  of  Ultn  Tory  intensity,  to  retire  from  a  station  which  Is 
viewed  with  unieasonable  horror  and  alarm  by  one  whose  anxieties 
cannot  but  disturb  his  tranquillity.  This  daily  and  hourly  worry 
would  explain  Lord  Goderich's  desire  to  secede,  but  some  feeling  of 
pride  easily  conceived  has  doubtless  resisted  the  wish,  lliere  is  an 
absurdity  in  the  resignation  of  a  Prime  Minister  for  such  extraordi¬ 
nary  reasons,  and  he  was  very  likely,  in  this  predicament,  disposed  to 
seize  rather  hastily  on  any  other  more  ostensible  cause.  The  alleged 
rejection  of  Lord  Holland  by  the  King  would  serve  as  a  respectable 
pretext;  but  is  this  rejection  probable Is  the  fact  quite  certain 
except  in  the  newspapers,  where  nothing  is  doubtful  that  can  make 
gossip  for  the  day?  Is  not  the  promotion  of  Sumner  then,  which  it 
a  matter  of  certainty,  a  more  probable  proximate  cause  of  Lord 
Goderich's  tender  of  resignation  than  that  assigned  ?  The  circum** 
stances  of  this  promotion  are  known,  and  they  are  such  as  might 
warrant  the 'discontent  of  a  Prime  Minister.  The  most  difficult 
part  of  the  question,  however,  still  remains  to  be  disposed  of;  and 
that  is,  why  Lord  Goderich  is  now  satisfied  to  remain  in  office  ? 
And,  this  is  a  knot  which,  notwithstanding  our  necessary  editorial 
attribute  of  omniscience,  we  confess  ourselves  quite  unable  to  resolve ; 
nay,  we  cannot  offer  even  a  plausible  conjecture  on  the  subject.  Per¬ 
haps  Ministers  call  for  retirement  as  the  Old  Man  in  the  fable  invoked 
Peath,  and  liktng  the  lean-looking  thing  as  little  on  its  near  approach, 
are  resigned— to  their  burthens.  As  for  the  event  of  Lord  Goderich's 
secession,  if  it  had  taken  place,  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  not 
immeasurably  have  afflicted  the  country.  liis  Lordship  is  respected 
as  an  honourable,  well-meaning,  and  to  a  certain  degree  able  man ; 
but  there  is  a  softness  of  character  about  him,  which  unfits  him  (or  the 
roii|j^  work  which  is  obviously  prepared  ibr  the  head  of  the  present 
Adminbiration.  His  politics  too,  though  tending  to  liberality,  are  not 
sufficiently  of  the  colour  of  his  more  efficient  colleagues.  Though  pro- 
fusing  himself,  we  believe.  Whig,  he  is  sitting  in  a  Whig  Cabinet  in  the 
Tory  lifeiy  which  be  has  so  long  yrora#  Jit  would  not  oecesioo  much  re¬ 


gret,  were  a  man  of  equal  honouri  benevolence,  and  ability,  together  with 
more  firmness  and  more  popular  politics,  to  be  placed  in  his  seat.  ‘  All 
people  are  weary  of  this — it  must  be  confessed — mongrel  Administra* 
tion,  and  would  be  glad  to  see  it  take’the  decided  character  of  that  to 
which  it  has  now  only  a  sickly  tendency.  The  incompatibles  in  the 
present  composition  arereally  very  few,  and  might  be  drawn  off  without 
any  sort  of  inconvenience  except  to  themselves.  The  following 
seems  to  us  about  the  map  of  the  Cabinet :  we  have  distinguished  the 
CanningUes  by  W's  or  T's,  as  they  have  professed  themselves  Whig  0|c 
Tory.  What  a  Canningite  exactly  means,  we  ourselves  do  not  pretend 
very  accurately  to  understand ;  but  we  use  the  term  nevertlteless  ai 
significant  of  something,  believing  that  the  nation  which  so  highly 
prized  and  deeply  lamented  the  late  George  Canning,  roust  have 
a  clear  and  good  idea  of  the  principles  of  disciples  pledged  to  thq 
adoption  and  prosecution  of  his  views.

Theatrical  Chit  Chat. — Barrymore  is  engaged  in  preparing  the 
Christmas  Pantomime,  the  subject  of  which  is  Mother  Hubbard  and  her 
Bog,  There  will  be  some  splendid  scenery  by  Stanfield  and  his  assistants, 
and  one  or  two  original  ideas  and  scenes  introduced  at  the  suggestion  of  a 
Aoble  Lord,  a  successful  writer  for  the  stage.

It  has  long  appeared  to  us  that  Mr  Bentham  has  exerted  a  greater 
influence  over  the  opinions  of  his  age  than  any  other  of  his  contemporaries. 
All  will  allow  the  truth  of  our  position,  when  confined  to  jurisprudence; 
but  the  range  taken  by  our  author  has  embraced  politics,  legislation, 
various  branches  of  political  economy,  and  almost  every  branch  of  morals. 
Mr  Bentham  has  been  known  as  an  original,  able,  and  acute  writer  for 
more  than  fifty  years ;  and  for  the  half  of  that  period,  at  least,  he  has  been 
recognized  on  continental  Europe,  and  in  America,  as  a  sage  and  philoso¬ 
pher.  Even  in  his  own  country,  a  feeling  of  the  same  kind  may  be  detected, 
though  the  avowal  be  seldom  made.  His  views,  while  contested  in  the 
gross,  have  been  frequently  adopted  in  detail ;  and  not  a  few  of  those 
clever  persons  who  have  endeavoured  to  amuse  their  readers  at  his  expense* 
have  drawn  largely  from  his  stores,  and  enriched  their  less  fertile  intellect 
with  his  bold  and  profound  speculations  ; — disguising  the  matter,  to  conceal 
the  source,  and  avoiding  nothing  more  anxiously  than  honest  aknowledg- 
ment.  No  author  hat  been  more  pillaged  in  this  manner  than  Mr  Bentham; 
which  is  singular ;  since  his  writings,  if  they  exercise  any  spirit  at  all.

The  paramount  feature  of  his  intellect  is  intrepidity.  He  pursues  his  train 
of  thought — his  chain  of  reasoning— fearlessly,  whatsoever  interests  may  be 
touched,  or  to  whatsoever  results  it  may  conduct  him — allowing  no  existing 
opinion,  institution,  individual,  or  class,  to  interfere  with  his  deducuons.

This,  our  author 
observes,  may  be  the  predonunating  spirit  of  those  who  lay  claim  even  to

abuses,  is  to  suggest  some  reforms— to  be  very  loud  in  denouncing  all 
unprofitable  defects,  all  irregularities  on  the  part  of  those  whose  business 
would  be  unpioductive ;  but  to  cling  obstinately  to  all  those  forms  and  rules 
which  maintain  or  increase  the  amount  of  lucrative  proceedings  : — and  this 
is  done  by  appealing  to  the  prejudices,  by  raising  the  fears,  and  mystifying 
the  judgments  of  the  rest  of  society.  He  designates  the  great  law-body  of 
Englana— which,  in  effect,  has  the  rest  of  the  community  under  its  feet — 
by  the  firm  of  Judge  and  Co.,  not  because  formal  articles  of  copartner¬ 
ship  have  been  subscribed,  but  because  the  community  of  interests  among 
Judges,  Lawyers,  and  Attorneys,  is  equally  binding  and  less  invidious.  If 
the  Judge  have  not  (as  .he  had  lately,  or  still  has,  in  England)  fees  and 
patronage,  habit,  esprit  de  corps^  and  the  lover  of  that  power  which  can  be 
exercised  under  cover  of  existing  rules  and  forms,  unknown  or  unintelligible 
to  the  public  at  large,  will  keep  him  on  the  side  of  the  profession  ;  and  the 
Lawyers  and  Attorneys  have  a  direct  interest  in  maintaining  the  art  of 
their  calling — the  technicalities,  fictions,  jargon,  and  factitious  regulations, 
which,  under  the  names  of  expediency,  or  the  perfection  of  reason,  exclude 
reason  altogether,  disguise  the  proceedings,  and  make  law  and  conveyanc¬ 
ing  incomprehensible  to  all  eyes  but  those  of  the  initiated..  It  is  thus,  our 
author  contends,  that  Lawyers  have  introduced  and  maintained  vexation, 
delay,  and  expense  in  every  branch  of  the  law,  aud,  on  the  whole,  with  a 
steadily  operating  force  in  and  upon  the  body,  for  their  own  emolument — a 
position  taken  by  him,  not  for  the  purpose  of  degrading  the  profession,  or 
holding  up  its  members  as  being  intrinsically  worse  than  other  men,  who, 
placed  in  the  same  circumstances,  would  act  in  the  same  manner ;  but 
because  it  is  a  true  position  ;  because  society  must  be  generally  and  strongly 
convinced  of  this  before  law  can  be  placed  on  its  proper  bases,  by  substitut¬ 
ing  natural  for  technical  procedure,  and  confining  Lawyers  to  their  just 
vocation,  or  their  influence  within  salutary  limits.  He  considers  admission 
to  the  bar  as  a  mendicity-license ;  he  asserts  that  the  rules  of  law  encourage 
and  cultivate  disregard  of  truth  ;  that  existing  forms  and  practice  obscure 
the  moral  perceptions  of  those  who  work  under  them,  and  have  a  demora¬ 
lizing  tendency  in  the  community  at  large.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  we 
should  even  attempt  to  give  a  view  of  the  evidence  and  arguments  which 
Mr  Bentham  adduces  in  support  of  this  theory.  They  are  to  be  found,  we 
may  say,  in  every  page  of  these  five  volumes,  to  which  the  curious  reader 
must  have.rccourse  for  himself.  But  it  may  be  mentioned  here,  that  he 
lays  much  stress  on  the  partiality  of  Lawyers  for  Judge-made  law — for 
allowing,  according  to  their  phrase,  the  practice  of  the  country  to  work 
itself  gradually  into  rules  and  principles,  or,  according  to  our  author,  to 
leave  and  keep  the  whole  interests  of  the  community  in  the  hands,  and  at 
the  discretion  and  mercy  of  an  interested  profe.ssion — as  well  as  their  aver¬ 
sion  to  statutory  law,  which  should  be  made  to  supersede  or  control  the 
other  as  rapidly  as  knowledge  and  experience  will  admit  of  legislation ; 
and,  among  many  others,  he  attacks  with  great  ardour  the  rule  of  law  which 
excludes  the  testimony  of  all  who  have  the  slightest  direct  interest  of  a 
pecuniary  nature^  while  those  who  have  at  stake  the  frequently  higher  and 
more  influential  interest  of  character,  power,  appetite,  passion,  in  all  their 
varieties,  operating  singly  or  together,  are  admitted  without  scruple.  The 
direct  tendency  of  this  is  to  erect  M^imon  into  a  god — and  Mammon  has 
indeed  become  the  great  deity  of  the  English  nation — while  it  gives  a 
license,  as  it  were,  to  the  passions,  by  which  evidence  is  as  oftened  con¬ 
fused,  and  injustice  done,  as  by  the  love  of  money.  Mr  Bentham  is  against 
putting  an  absolute  exclusion  upon  any  sort  of  evidence,  while  he  is  for 
reducing  the  trustworthiness  ot  many  kinds  of  it  which  are  received  at 
present  without  mark  or  discrimination  ;  but  on  this  subject,  which  is 
treated  in  the  most  able  manner,  we  must  again  refer  to  the  author*s 
treatise.  It  will  be  found  exceedingly  useful,  especially  in  regard  to  the 
circumstances  which  lessen  or  enhance  the  value  of  evidence,  to  the  prac- 
Ucal  Lawyers,  who  differ  from  him  in  nearly  all  his  theoretical  deductions, 
as  well  as  to  the  moralist  and  philosopher,  whose  highest  powers  will  be 
exercised  and  gratified  by  its  perusal.  Avowing  ourselves  to  belong  to  that 
school  whose  doctrines  are  here  uncerimoniously  called  Nonsense- Ethics ^ 
we  have  no  motive  for  being  courteously  laudatory  of  Mr  Bentharn ;  but 
no  difference  in  opinion  like  this — no  abuse  of  a  profession  to  which  the 
writer  of  this  notice  belongs— shall  induce  us  to  shut  our  eyes  to  the  merits 
of  an  author  whose  own  vision  is  so  keen— penetrating  with  microscopic 
nicety,  and  reaching  to  any  distance  with  teliscopic  power — and  who  has 
done  more,  by  example  and  precept,  to  rouse  and  nourish  a  healthy  intre¬ 
pidity  of  thought  than  all  his  contemporaries.  In  philosophy,  indeed,  the 
difference  betwixt  us  is  more  apparent  than  real.  Mr  Bentham  often 
appeals  to  the  course  of  aa/vre— embracing  obviously  the  laws  tf  thought 
and  feeling — and  thus  his  standard  of  utility-— hi»  pleasures  and  pains, 
embracing  gratifications  and  disquietude  of  a  moral  nature,  and  compre¬ 
hending  in  consequence  all  bappineu  aud  misery— is  settled  with  reference 
to  the  ^lysical  and  romal  condition  or  position  of  man  in  the  great  system 
of  the  uoiveiao— «  phrase  whieh  others  will  tnuasUte  justly  into  the  great

The  Timei  and  Chronicle,  on  tho 
other  hand,  declare  that  the  main  cause  of  the  resignation  is  the  non- 
compliance  of  his  Majesty  with  the  recommendation  of  Lord  Holland 
for  office,  made  by  Lord  Goderich  and  Mr  Iluakisaon.  Lord  Goderich 
had  a  long  interview  with  the  King  at  Windsor  on  Thursday;  and  the 
Morning  Herald  says  all  differencea  were  then  amicably  settled,  so  that 
Lord  G.  will  continue  in  office.

Our  police,  «o  shamefully  inoperative  for  any  good  purpose,  is  activ 
and  efficient  enough  in  the  provinces  of  annoyance.  To  be  surest 
does  little  for  the  protection  of  our  properties  and  our  lives,  but  it 
makes  up  for  these  deficiences  by  exercising  a  most  vigilant  siorril 
lance  over  public-houses  and  oyster-shops,  and  taking  cogniiance  of 
the  contents  of  pint-pots.  We  were  not  aware  of  its  labours  in  this 
department  till  we  took  up  a  Police  Report  in  the  Morning  Chronicle 
in  which,  on  tlie  representation  of  an  officer,  it  appears  that  he  was 
appointed  ^to  go  round  to  the  different  oyster  and  coffee-houses  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  that  liquor  was  drunk  there.”  This

The  intelligence  received  during  the  week  relating  to  the  state  of 
affairs  at  Constantinople^  ^may  be  briefly  summed  up  in  a  sentence 
stating,  the  termination  of  the  embargo  laid  on  by  the  Porte,  and 
the  continuance  of  uncertainty*  as  regards  every  other  particular.  It 
appears  that  clearances  were  granted  to  Sardinian  and  Austrian 
vessels  before  those  of  any  of  the  dther  powers ;  but  ultimately,  and 
it  is  supposed  upon  an  assurance  that  the  continuance  of  the  restriction 
would  be’ deemed  an  act  of  hostility,  the  measure  was  made  general. 
Ip  the  mean  time,*  the  Sultan -apparently  remains  steady  in  his  refusal 
to  come  to  terms  concerning  Greece,  and  seems  resolved  to  be  at 
least  no  party  in'  the  accomplishment  of  what  he  deems  his  own  de¬ 
gradation.  According  to  Paris  letters,  tlio  Pacha  of  Egypt  has  ad¬ 
dressed  a  communication  to  the  French  Government,  in  which  he 
expresses  his  desire  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  peace,  and  has 
requested  that  the*  envoy  who  recently  quitted  Alexandria  may  be 
allowed  to  return ;  but  letters  received  in  London  from  that  place 
positively  assert,  that  he'  holds  in  detention  the  subjects  of  the  Allied 
Powers,  among  whom  is  a  IMr  Montefiore,  a  relation  of  Mr 
Rothschild's. 

We.  Advert  to  a  letter  under  our  Foreign  head,  from  Lisbon,  an¬ 
nouncing  the  confusion  produced  in  that  capital,  by  the  inability  of 
the  Bank  of  IV)rtugal  tQ.pay  its  notes  in  specie.  This  mishap,  which 
is  the  result  chiefly  of  imprudence  and  want  of  foresight,  it  is  thought 
will  produce  a  mere  temporary  inconvenience,  the  amount  of  paper 
afloat,  in  a  national  sense,*  being  very  trifling,  and  the  virtual  sol¬ 
vency  of  the  establishment  being  little  doubted.  Miguel,  who  is 
expected  in  this  country  in  a  few  days,  will,  on  his  return,  have  **  a  | 
fine  opportunity  of  being-  n^>bly  popular^"  an  assertion  which  we  hope 
will  not  be  regarded  as  a  libel  on  the  profound  and  sensible  Princess

As  Tittle  explanation  is  afforded pf  the  tiature  of  the  court 
plaster  to ‘be  applied' on  these  delicate  occasions,  we  can  form  no 
judgment  of  its  efficacy.  It  appears'to  us,  by  a  long  proclamation  on 
the  subject,  that  the  mediators  can  only  pronounce  upon  merits  aod 
reparation,  without  btiag  able  to  enforce  anything.

themselves  about  our  protection.  It  is  doubtless,  the  proud  and  pe¬ 
culiar  boast  of  the  London  Police  that  it  is  better  acquainted  with 
the  liquor  drunk  in  different  houses,^  than  any  other  Police  under  the 
sun.  The  Police  of  other  nations  may  shine  in  the  preventive  or 

discovery  of  crimes,  ours  is  pre-eminent  in  its  nice  observation  of 
drink.  It  is  the  tutelary  Deity  of  Pot-houses  and  Oyster-houses.  Mr 
Abernethy  affirms  that  it  is  against  the  rules  of  dietetics  to  drink 
when  we  eat.  Our  kind  considerate  guardians,  penetrated  with  this 
maxim,  and  always  mindful  of  the  public  health,  have  therefore  taken 
measures  to  prevent  poor  people,  who  sit  at  certain  places,  from 
drinking  there  also.  To  gentlemen  who  employ  physicians,  and  lie 
on  sofas  reading  Colburn’s  excellent  novels  when  they  are  sick,  health 
is  of  no  extraordinary  importance;  consequently  they  are  permitted 
to  drink  their  Claret  and  their  Madeira  where  they  dine;  but  the  health 
of  the  poor  is  more  precious,  and  therefore  it  is  forbidden  to  .supply 
them  with  drink  at  their  eating-houses,  and  pronounced  not  only 
contrary  to  Abernetuy,  but  to  law.  It  is  pretended,  we  are  aware, 
that  a  regard  for  the  public-houses,  and  not  dietetics,  is  the  reason  of 
this  regulation  which  divorces  bread  and  cheese  from  ale,  beer  from 
bacon ;  but  we  are  convinced,  from  what  appears  in  the  sequel  of  the 
report  we  now  quote,  that  such  cannot  be  the  fact,  and  the  cause  we 
have  assigned  is  the  only  remaining  conceivable  one — 

Right  of  Search — A  man  named  Pearkes,  the  proprietor  of  the  Oyaier 
Rooms  ill  Vinegar  yard,  Brydges  street,  near  Drury-lane  Theatre, came 
yesterday  before  Mr  Minshull  and  Mr  Halls,  and  preferred  a  complaint 
ngaiiibt  Herring,  one  of  the  inspectors  of  Patrol.

•  SccoaoABY  OF  London.— A  Court  of  Common  Hall  was  held  at  the 
Ciuildhall  OQ  Wednesday,  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  an  enquiry  into 
the  office  of  the  Secondaries,  aod  petitioning  Parliament  to  place  the 
serving  of  writs  on  the  same  footing  in  the  city  of  London  as  in  other 
^arts  of  the  kingdom. — Mr  Hunt  said  he  came  forward  to  ask  them  to 
reform  their  own  body.  The  City  of  London,  thanks  to  our  forefaihers,  j 
had  preserved  the  power  of  choosing  their  Sheriffs.  But  it  so  happened, 
that  the  Sheriff's  (dficer  has  no  power  to  give  bail  to  any  man  he  arrests,  i 
but  the  Secondary  has,  whose  office,  however,  is  closed,  except  during 
Ibqr  hours  of  the  day,  and  therefore  the  man  must  go  to  a  lock-up  house, 
twTee  the  officer  very  highly.  He  had  known  as  much  as  50/.  aye,  and 
loo/,  as  a  fee  given  to  the  officer.  An  attorney  must  be  employed,  and 
fees  must  be  given  to  the  attorney  as  well  as  at  the  Secondary's  office. 
He  knew  one  man  in  Cheapside  who  was  arrested  for  a  debt  he  had 
actually  paid,  and  had  the  receipt  in  his  pocket,  and  who  was  dragged 
io  jail  without  being  allowed  to  offer  bail,  because  he  resisted  the  extor¬ 
tion  of  the  officer.  .The  fact  was,  that  the  office  of  the  Under-Sheriff 
^as  sold  to  the  Secondary  for  10,900/. ;  would  any  man  pay  such  a  sum 
for  an  office  unless  he  intended  to  take  illegal  fees!— Mr  Hunt  then  read 
bia  resolutions,  which  dechired  in  substance,  that  the  abuses  in  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  legal  process  for  debt  were  notorious  ;  that  from  the  refusal  of 
the  Secondaries  of  London  to  acknowledge  the  authority  of  the  Body  by 
whom  they  were  appointed,  or' to  be  examined  by  them,  touching  their 
Conduct  in  office— the  Common  Hall  was  of  opinion,  that  it  might  be 
impossible  fully  to  bring  to  light  the  whole  of  the  abuses  complained  of 
Without  an  application  to  Parliament ;  that  a  petition  should  be  there¬ 
fore  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons,  praying  for  a  Committee  to 
inquire  into  such  abuses;  and  (hat  the  thanks  of  the  Common  Hall* 
■hould  be  given  to  Mr  Charles  Pearson,  for  his  information  and  his  acti¬ 
vity.— Mr  Aldermen  Waiybman  thought  the  Livery  should  suspend  any 
proceedings  while  (he  matter  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Common  Council ; 
kind  Mr  Richard  Taylor  deprecated  any  application  to  Parliament,  who 
be  said,  were  sure  to  cnrtail  the  privileges  of  every  Corporation  which 
solicited  their  interference. — Mr  Pearson  observed,  that  (he  Corporation 
of  London  had  only  to  take  care  to  go  to  Parliament  with  clean  hands, 
And  it  never  need  fear  the  fate  of  Coventry. — Mr  Taylor  ;  “  But  why 
did  not  Parliament  amend  the  law  of  election,  under  which  such  corrupt 
officers 'obtained  power?  Why  did  it  not  restore  to  the  people  their

They  were  taken  to  Bow  street  on  Friday  morning;  and 
AS  it  appeared  they  had  no  badges,  and  were  not  authorised  by  the  pro¬ 
prietors  to  assist  in  getting  coaches  for  the  company.  Sir  R.  Birnie 
committed  them  all  as  rogues  and  vagabonds.  This  spirited  measure 
will  be  of  essential  service  to  the  public.

J.  Lackinoton,  Esq. — The  ISth  volume  of  that  attractive  work 
Autobiography^  containing  the  Memoirs  of  James  Lackmgton^  must  be  a 
particularly  acceptable  one  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  town,  where,  it  will 
be  recollected,  that  eccentric  character  spent  several  of  the  earlier,  as 
well  as  some  of  the'  Utter,  years  of  his  life,  where  many  of  his  relatives 
now  reside,  and  where  he  embodied  a  Society  of  Methodists,  hy  build¬ 
ing,  at  his  own  expense,  a  neat  and  oommodious  chapel.  Lsekington, 
after  the  publication  of  his  History,  was  particularly  anxious  to  suppress 
it,  and  whenever  he  gained  intelligence  of  a  copy,  made  earnest  applica¬ 
tion  to  obtain  its  possession ;  in  one  case,  we  are  told,  he  offered  an 
individual  as  much  as  a  guinea  for  the  book,  but  without  success,  as  the 
owner  said  he  would  not  take  flve  for  it.  The  efforts  of  the  Author 
towards  hushing  up  what  he  must  have  thought  an  ill-timed  brochure, 
rendered  the  work  very 'scarce  ;  it  is,  therefore,  with  no  slight  portion 
of  interest  we  perceive  that  the  conductors  of  Autobiographif  have  laid 
hold  of  the  Life  as  treasure  trouve,  and  have,  reckless  of  its  suppression, 
spiritedly  given  its  re-publication  to  the  world.  His  elevation  from  an  hum¬ 
ble  station  in  life  to  affluence — his  very  extensive  library,  formerly  called 
“  The  Temple  of  the  Muses,**  in  Finsbury  square — his  proselytism,  and 
various  peculiarities,  have  acquired  for  Lackington’s  name  a  reputation 
as  great,  if  not  greater,  than  that  of  the  celebrated  Huntingdon.  The

of  talent,  and  a  philosopher.  He  was  the  author  of  several  of  the  ablest 
novela  in  the  English  laofruage— 'the  Fair  Syrian^  Mount  Henneth^  Barham  ] 
Domu^  James  WaUace^  Man  as  he  ts,  and  (the  best  of  all)  llermsprongt  or 
Man  as  he  is  not — works,  which  even  Sir  Walter  Scott,  in  spite  of  his 
political  and'— (must  they  be  so  called  ?)— religious  prejudices  against 
Mr  Bage,  says  “  are  of  high  and  decided  merit.** — Like  all  other  persona 
who  have  the  misfortune  to  have  anything  to  do  with  those  financial 
inquisitors,  the  officers  of  Excise, — (will  not  our  new  Government  soften, 
if  they  cannot  annihilate, the  abominable  system  ?)— Mf  Bage  complained 
bitterly  of  the  everlasting  annoyance  of  their  proceedings.  Writing  to 
bis  friend  Wm.  Hutton  of  Birmingham,  he  says,  “  1  swear  to  thee,  I  am 
one  of  the  most  cautious  men  in  the  world  with  regard  to  the  Excise.  1 
constantly  interpret  against  myself  in  doubtful  points ;  and  if  I  knew 
a  place  where  1  was  vulnerable,  1  would  arm  it  with  the  armour  of 
Achilles.  I  have  already  armed  myself  all  over  with  the  armour  of 
righteousness,  but  that  signifies  nothing  with  our  people  of  Excise.** — 
Again  he  exclaims,  O  how  I  wish  thou  wouldst  bend  all  thy  powers  to 
write  a  Hiolory  of  Excise,  with  cases  showing  the  injustice,  the 
inequality  of  ohwses  in  Acts,  and  the  eternal  direction  every  new  one 
takes  towards  the  oppression  of  the  subject :  it  might  be  the  most  useful 
book  extant.  Of  whites  and  blues,  blue  demy  can  come  only  into  thy 
magazine,  and  that  at  great  risk  of  contention  with  the  Lords  of  the 
Exchequer;  for  I  know  not  whether  1  have  understood  the  sense  of 
people  who  have  seldom  the  good  luck  to  understand' themselves.*’ — 

Everything  looks  black  and  malignant  upon  me — men  clamouring  for 
wages  which  I  cannot  give — women  threatening  to  pull  down  my  mill- 
rags  raised  by  freight  and  insurance — Excise  officer  depriving  me  of 
paper.*— Say,  if  thou  canst,  whether  these  Gentlemen  of  the  Excise-office 
can  seize  paper  rafter  it  has  left  the  maker’s  possession? — after  it  has 
been  marked  ? — stamped  ? — signed  with  the  officer’s  name  ? — Excise 
doty  paid  ? — Do  they  these  things  ?  Am  1  to  hang  myself?” — All  this  is 
pnfortanately  not  a  bygone  auisance — tiie  same  oppressive  system  is  in  as 
full  operation  in  the  year  1827,  as  it  was  when  the  above  accomplished 
tradesman  so  forcibly  denounced  it  in  1795. — Mr  Daniel  Whittle  Harvey 
exposes  it  in  the  House  of  Commons — would  that  cleaner  hands  had  taken 
up  the  important  subject! 

.  Anontmous  Criticism. — Mr  Cumberland  took  the  conduct  of  a  critical 
work,  which  he  entitled  the  London  Kevieic^  on  an  entirely  new  plan, 
itiasmuoh  as  each  article  was  to  be  published  with  the  author's  name 
annexed.  He  was  supported  by  assistants  of  very  considerable  talents, 
but,  after  two  or  three  numbers,  the  scheme  became  abortive*  In  feet, 
though  the  plip  contained  an  appearanoe  of  more  boldness  and  fairness 
than  the  ordinary  sclieme  of  anonymous  criticism,  yet  it  involved  certain 
ioconvenienoes  which  its  author  did  not  foresee.  It  is  true  that  no  one 
believes  that,  because  the  imposing  personal  pronoun  We  is  adopted,  it 
therefore  warrants  our  supposing  that  the  various  pieces  in  a  work  of 
periodical  crititicism  are  subjected  to  the  revisal  of  a  board  of  literary 
judges,  and  that  each  article  is  the  production  of  their  joint  wisdom. 
Still,  however,  the  use  of  the  first  person  plural  is  so  far  legitimate,  that 
in  every  well«governed  publication  of  the  kind,  the  articles,  by  whom¬ 
soever  written,  are  at  least  revised  by  the  competent  person  selected  as 
Editor,  which  affords  a  better  warrant  to  the  public  for  candour  and 
caution  than  if  each  were  to  rest  on  the  separate  responsibility  of  the 
individual  writer.  It  is  even  more  important  to  remark,  that  the  anony¬ 
mous  character  of  periodical  criticism  has  a  tendency  to  give  freedom  to 
literary  discussion,  and  at  the  same  time  to  soften  the  animosities  to  which 
ft  might  otherwise  give  rise  ;  and,  in  that  respect,  the  peculiar  language 
which  members  of  the  Senate  hold  towards  each  other,  and  which  is  for 
that  reason  called  parliamentary,  resembles  the  ordinary  stile  of  critical 
discussion.  An  author  who  is  severely  criticised  in  a  Review  can  hardly 
be  entitled,  in  the  ordinary  case,  to  take  notice  of  it  otherwise  than  as  a 
liten^y  question;  whereas  a  direct  and  immediate  collision  with  a 
particular  individual  seems  to  tend  either,  on  the  one  hand,  to  limit  the 
iieedom  of  criticism,  by  placing  it  under  the  regulation  of  a  timid 
complaisance  ;  or,  on  the  other,  to  render  it— (which  is,  to  say  the  least, 
needless) — of  a  fiercer  and  more  personal  cast,  and  thereby  endanger 
the  decorum  and  perhaps  the  peace  of  society.  Besides  this,  there  will 
always  be  a  greater  authority  ascribed  by  the  generality  of  readers  to  the 
oracular  opinion  issued  from  the  cloudy  sanctuary  of  an  invisible  body, 
than  to  the  mere  dictum  of  a  man  with  a  Christian  name  and  simame, 
which  do  not  sound  much  better  than  those  of  the  author  over  whom  he 
predominates.  In  the  far-famed  Secret  Tribunal  of  Germany,  it  was 
the  invisibility  of  the  judges  which  gave  them  all  their  awful  jurisdiction. 
—Sir  Walter  Scott* 

Marshal  Marmomt. — It  appears  by  acoounts  from  France  that 
Marshal  Marmont,  who  betrayed  Bonaparte,  and  opened  Paris  to  the 
Allies  in  the  year  1814,  has  lately  been  so  far  mined  by  his  commercial 
speculations  as  to  be  obliged  to  offer  his  creditors  a  composition  of  about 
six  shillings  in  the  pound.  It  was  eupidity  which  probably  induced 
him  in  the  first  instance  to  desert  his  friend  and  benefactor;  and  it  is 
not  unpleasant  to  behold  the  same  cupidity  in  a  subsequent  period  pu¬ 
nishing  itself  by  the  failure  of  some  of  iu  schemes  of  pecuniary  aggran¬ 
disement.  In  the  year  1814,  when  the  sword  of  desuny  was  suspended 
over  the  head  of  Bonaparte,  the  treachery  of  Marmont  cut  the  thread, 
and  let  it  fall.  The  treachery  of  Marmont  was,  at  that  period,  even 
more  efficacious  than  that  of  Talleyrand  in  completing  the  ruin  of  Napo¬ 
leon  and  reetorittg  the  Bourbons  to  the  throne. — However  corrupt  and 
kmm  a  Urge  poriioa  of  maokind  may  be>  tvea  tU*  moei  btfi  tod  corrupt 


will  unite  with  the  generous  and  the  good  in  reprobating  treachery  and 
ingratitude.  Treachery  and  ingratitude  are  naturally  objects  of  loathing 
to  every  mind.  However  men  may  differ  in  other  things,  they  coincide 
in  entertaining  these  sentiments ;  and  when  we  recollect  the  old  saying 
I  that  there  is  honour  even  among  thieves,”  what  a  miscreant  must 
we  deem  that  man  who  had  less  honour  than  the  vilest  of  the  human 
race! 

At  the  Meeting  of  the  Medico- Botanical  Society,  held  on  the  14th,  a 
specimen  of  tea,  cultivated  in  Rio  Janeiro,  was  presented  by  the  Brasilian 
Ambassador,  and  attracted  much  notice  from  its  novelty.  It  was  stated 
to  be  the  produce  of  the  Emperor’s  gardens;  and  on  being  tasted  by 
some  of  the  Members,  was  pronounced  to  be  equal  to  the  finest  Hyson  tea. 

Navy  Promotiors. — Since  the  appointment  of  the  Duke  of  Clarence 
to  be  Lord  High  Admiral,  promotion  has  begun  to  assume  a  more  natural 
and  healthful  character  than  it  used  to  have  under  the  regime  of  the  old 
ultraTory  faction.  Formerly  nothing  was  ever  done  for  the  deserving  officer, 
unless  by  family  influence  and  endless  solicitation.  Things  are  ordered 
better  now-a-days,  as  the  following,  among  other  instances,  demon¬ 
strates  : — Lieutenant  Edward  Taylor  VVeale,  late  captain  of  the  James 
Walt  steam-vessel,  has  just  now  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  comman¬ 
der  in  the  navy.  The  circumstances  which  led  to  it  are  simple  but 
peculiar Many  years  ago,  Mr  Weale  was  first  lieutenant  of  a  frigate, 
in  which  his  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Cambridge  accidentally  took 
a  passage.  The  lieutenant  was  polite  and  attentive,  as  was  his  duty, 
without  any  expectation  of  being  particularly  noticed  by  his  distin¬ 
guished  passenger  in  return.— The  Duke,  however,  not  satisfied  with 
expressing  mere  thanks  for  the  attentions  paid  him,  presented  Mr  Weale 
with  a  snuff-box,  or  some  such  token  of  remembrance,  and  promised  to 
obtain  his  brother,  the  present  Lord  High  Admiral’s  influence,  to  pro¬ 
mote  him.  His  Royal  Highness  accKirdingly  did  apply  on  the  lieutenant’s 
behalf ;  but  the  application  failed — so  little  influence  did  the  Royal 
Family  then  possess— while  the  race  of  the  Eldons,  the  Batliursts,  the 
Melvilles,  et  hoc  genus  omne,  engrossed  everything  to  themselves.  Many 
years  passed  away,  and  Mr  Weale  had  almost  forgotten  that  ever  he  was 
an  object  of  interest  or  kindness  to  any  one  of  the  Royal  Family,  when  to 
his  surprise  and  delight  he  received  a  notification  of  his  having  been 
promoted  by  the  voluntary  fiat  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral.- 5cofa 
Times, 

A  droll  occurrence  (says  a  Correapondeni)  took  place  in  China  last  • 
year  when  the  Company’s  fleet  lay  at  Whampoa.

COURT *OF  CIIANCERV. 

Monday,  Dee,  17. 

Immediately  after  the  Lord  CuAficiM.oR  came  ie4o  Court,  Mr  Bruce,

The  la^t  time  I  did 
so  yon  were  three  hours  io  making  your  sUtemeut,  and  you  completed  all 
that  yo«  had  to  say  upon  the  subject.  I  have  since  read  a  paper  which  you 
handed,  containing  your  reasons  against  the  former  decUion.  I  have  read 
and  considered  them,  and  1  see  no  reason  whatever  to  disturb  the  decision. 

Mr  Bruce — But,  My  Lord,  1  have  additional  statements  to  make,  and  I 
raonest  to  be  beard.  .  *  '  ‘ 

I  The  Loiio  CuAifciLLon — You  have  no  right.to  be  heard  again ;  and  you 
cannot  be  penniued  to  interrupt  the  course  of  business  in  this  Couit. 

Mr  Bruce^Then,  my  Lord.  1  give  you  notice  that  1  will  forthwith  exhibit 
articles  of  impeachment  against  your  Lordship  for  refusing  to  bear  me,  and 
generally  for  your  conduct  towards  me  in  this  cause.  1  shall,  for  this  pur¬ 
pose,  take  my  papers  to  some  Peer  of  Parliament,  to  many  of  whom  1  have 
tbe  honour  of  being  known. 

Tbe  Lord  Chancellor — You  may  take  any  course  you  think  best;  but 
if  you  want  your  case  to  be  reheard,  you  must  present  a  petition  in  the 
same  way  at  ail  tbe  other  suitors  of  the  Court  must  do. 

Mr  Bruce— My  Lord,  I  have  no  money  for  that  purpose,  nor  to  fee 
Counsel.*’  He  was  proceeding  further,  when 

The  Lord  Chamcbllob  desired  him  to  be  silent,  and  to  let  the  business 
of  tbe  Court  proceed. 

.  MrSuoDiW  rose  to  complain  of  Mr  Bruce's  taking  up  time  unnecessarily.

THE  KING  &;wURADLEY. 

The  Attorney-General  said,  that  this  was  a  prosecution  for  a  libel 
upon  Lieutenant  General  Fuller,  contaiaed  in  letters  addressed  to  the  Duke 
of  Wellington  in  the  Morning  Chronicle  of  last  February  and  March,  by 
Colonel  Bradley,  the  defendant,  and  repeating  sundry  charges  in  other 
letters  from  the  Colonel  to  General  Fuller,  Commander  of  the  forces  in 
Jamaica,  in  1B14.  In  these  the  General  was  accused  of  a  conspiracy 
against  the  defendant  by  pretending  to  have  signed  a  Commission  at 
Jamaica  in  1814  (but  which  was  not  signed,  the  defendant  said,  till  many 
years  after,  at  PaAs)  appointing  Colonel  Arthur  io  the  command  of  the 
troops  in  Honduras  ;  under  the  authority  of  which  pretended  Commission, 
Colonel  Arthur  imprisoned  the  defendant,  who  for  Uiat  false  imprisonment 
brought  an  action  against  the  Colonel,  and,  notwithstanding  the  Commis¬ 
sion  said  to  be  granted  by  General  Fuller,  obtained  a  verdict.  In  one  of 
his  letters  to  CMneral  Fuller  the  defendant  denied  the  authority  of  the 
General  to  confer  a  commission  on  Colonel  Arthur,  and  asserted  that  cer¬ 
tain  official  persons  to  whom  the  General  referred  Colonel  Bradley  for  the 
official  dates  of  the  commission,  were  his  tools  ;  that  the  General  himself 
was  a  tool  of  a  superior  power,  the  silly  dupe  of  a  weak  and  profligate  per¬ 
son  ;  and  that  tlie  dark  conspiracy  against  him  (the  defendant)  was  a  dis¬ 
gusting  instance  of  infernal  villainy.  The  letter  in  the  Morning  Chronicle 
reiterated  these  accusations,  accompanied  by  angry  comments,  and  charged 
General  Conran,'  Sir  H.  Torrens,  and  others,  as  well  as  General  Fuller, 
with  conduct  derogatory  to  the  characters  of  officers  and  gentlemen. 

General  Fuller  stated  that  lie  granted  the  commission  to  Colonel  Arthur 
in  1814,  and  tliat  he  never  saw  the  Colonel  until  the  day  of  the  present 
trial.  '  ‘  * 

In  his  defence.  Col.  Bradley  detailed  tlie  circumstances  and  consequences 
of  his  quarrel  with  Colonel  .Arthur,  contending  that  Colonel  Arthur,  after 
^  bod  been,  reduced  to  lulf-pay,  hi^  no  right  to  besmnsidered  as  Militiry 
i^uunandant  of  Honduras  j  that  General  Fkiller  bad  given  him  no  com* 
jnis^o  in  1814  to  act  as  sudi ;  and  that  even  if  be  had.  General  Fuller 
had  no  power  to  confer  it.

BREACH  OP  PROMISE  OF  MARRIA0£.« — SCOTTY.  WICKENDBK. 

Mr  Sergeant  Russell  stated  tlie  case.  The  plaintiflr  was  a  young  lady 
of  considerable  personal  attractions.  Her  age  was  about  twenty-three. 
She  had  receivi^  the  usual  education  in  her  station  of  life,  and  was 
the  daughter  of  a  well  known  and  once  affluent  W’est  India  merchant 
whose  fortunes  became  reversed,  and  he  died  greatly  embarrassed,  leaving 
a  widow  and  ten  children  with  very  little  provision.  The  eldest  son, 
having  distinguished  himself  at  Washington,  had  risen  to  the  rank  of  a 
Captain.  The  youngest  *  daughter,  Martha,  was  the  plaintiff.  Another 
daughter,  Sarah,  was  last  May  married  to  Mr  Coltsworth,  previously  to 
which  she  and  the  plaintiff  occasionally  took  tea  at  his  house.  Tbe  defend¬ 
ant  and  Mr  Coltsworth  were  intimate^  and  frequently  met  at  Mr  Cults* 
worth’s  lodgings.  Here  he  first  saw,  and  was  much* struck  with  the  beauty 
of  Miss  Martha,  immediately  commenced  his  addresses,  and  continued  td 
court  her  assiduously  for  about  a  fortnight  from  that  time ;  and  having 
made*  proposals  of  marriagfe  to ’her;  applied  to*  her  mother  for  her  consent, 
overruled  her  objections,  ^and  she  consented.  The  ceremony  was  fixed  for 
the  1st  of  May*  But  the  defendant  soon  afterwards  shew^  a  disposition 
to  break  off.  One  day  he  insinuated  to  the  plaintiff  and  her  sister,  that 
something  exceedingly  improper  had  occurred  on  the  preceding  Sunday, 
which  she  had  told  him  she  had  spent  with  her  mother,  but  which  he  had 
since  found  was  somewhere  else ;  and  he  demanded  the  name  and  address 
of  the  lady  with  whom  she  had  spent  the  day.  It  was  Miss  Lunn,  of  Bu¬ 
ford  street,  Bedford  square.  He  went  to  her  house,  and  after  behaving 
very  disrespectfully,  he  charged  the  plaintiff’s  sister,  since  Mrs  Coltsworth, 
with  frequently  sleeping  in  the  same  house  with  the  man  to  whom  she  was 
shortly  to  be  married.  He  made  similar  improper  and  unfounded  assertions 
as  a  plea  for  breaking  his  promise  of  marriage.  • 

After  this  statement  had  been  substantiated  by  sufficient  evidence, 

Mr  Sergeant  Wilde,  for  the  defendant,  said  that  the  plaintiff  had  cer¬ 
tainly  lost  a  husband,  but  not  a  man  whom  she  really  esteemed,  or  to 
whom  she  had  given  her  heart,  for  she  shewed  no  grief  at  his  loss.  This 
action  then  was  brought  for  the  sordid  motive  of  obtaining  pecuniary  com¬ 
pensation.  The  defendant  Had  rejected  the  plaintiff  because  he  was  n(^ 
satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  her  family,  and  because  he  had  dUcovered 
traits  in  her  temper  which  convinced  him  that  they  would  not  be  happy  to¬ 
gether.  As  the  evidence  shewed  that  he  was  an  unlettered,  coane  man, 
her  only  motive  in  cultivating  his  acquaintance  arose  from  a  selfish  feeling 
of  obtaining  a  better  station  in  life  at  the  expense  of  future  happiness. 
Verdict  for  the  plaintiff — Damages  300/.

She  had 
received  in  Ireland  a  10/.  note  from  the  defendant ;  but  being  in  want  of 
more  money  in  Manchester,  she  wrote  to  Mr  Maguire  for  a  supply,  but 
received  no  answer.  She  was  obliged  to  get  home  as  a  deck-passenger  on 
board  a  steam-vessel.  Law  proceedings  were  then  threatcued  by  her 
family,  and  the  defendant  sent  various  messages  to  her  to  attempt  a  private 
arrangement.  The  Learned  Gentleman  concluded  with  a  few  general 
remancs  on  the  case  ;  and  proceeded  to  call 

Anne  Magarrahan  J^the  plaintiff’s  daughter.  She  is  about  22  years  of 
age,  of  a  slight  figure.  She  was  Pt  first  somewhat  agitated,  but  afterwards 
gave  her  evidence  with  uncommon  confidence.  She  deposed  to  the  facts 
as  stated  by  Counsel,  excepting  that  she  contradicteu  the  statement  of 
her  father’s  absence  from  home  at  the  time  of  the  marriage  ceremony  and 
seduction  i  ’she  said  that  hei;  father  was  at  home  at  that  period. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr  O’Connell. — Pray,  Miss  or  Madam  Magarra- 
han,  tell  roe,  did  you  ever  state  that  this  whole  story  was  a  fabricalion  ? 
1  don’t  think  I  did. — Did  you  ever  say  it  was  a  ti&>ue  of  lies  ?  1  denied 

it.— -Did  you  ever ’take  a  false  oath  about  this  business?  1  believe  1  did 
not. — ^Are  you  sure?  I  am  sure  I  did  not. — Did  you  ever  take  au  oath 
that  the  charge  was  false  ?  Never. — Did  you  ever  offer  to  take  au  oath  1 
I  might  have  said'l  would,  but  never  did.— Did  you  ever  offer  to  take  the 
oath  ?  Never  offered,  but  might  have  said  I  would. — Did  you  ever  say 
you  would  swear  that  the  charge  was  false — did  you  (thanks  for  that  sweet 
smile)-!i-did  you  ever  offer  to  swear— yes  or  no  1  I  never  offered  to  swear 
U,  but  un|ght  have  said  1  would.

— [Mr  O’Connell 
here  asked  some  questions  respecting  her  father’s  insolvency,  and  what 
effects  he  had  entered  in  his  schedule.  lie  proceeded]— May  1  ask  you 
who  gave  you  that  beautiful  Leghorn  bonnet  1  Mr  Maguire. — f  A  laugh,) 
•^But  then  that  most  fashionable  veil  1  My  mother. — ^\Vhat  did  it  cost ! 
A  pound. — Then  the  fashionable  and  graceful  pillereent  It  was  pur¬ 
chased  two  years  ago  at  about  19a. 

'  Rlr  O’Connell — But  that  is  a  fashionable  and  super-excellent  gown. 

B^i/neaa— I  hope  it  is  the  colour  you  admire  ?  (The  colour  was  purple,) 

'  Mr  O’Connell — I  thank  this  pert  and  profligate  witness  for  this  answer. 
It  gives  the  Court  and  Jury  an  insight  into  the  whole  conspiracy— its  origin 
and  motives.  * 

He^etamined,  She  wrote  the  letter  to  Air  Alaguire  in  that  gentleman’s 
presence :  he  with  great  difficulty  induced  her  to  write  it.  [Here  the 
witness  looked  steadfastly  at  Air  Alaguirc,  who  was  in  co»jrt ;  burst  into 
tfears,  and  in  a  tone  of  peculiar  emphasis  exclaimed,  “  Oh,  you  villain,  you 
villaiu !”] 

Jane  Magarrahan,  sister  of  the  previous  witness,  knew  the  defendant, 
IJe  staid  at  their  house  five  or  six  weets  about  last  February.  Witness  was 
present  at  an  interview  between  her  sister  and  the  defendant,  sifter  her  sister 
returned  from  England.  Defendant  then  solemnly  declared  Anne  was  his 
wife !  and  offered  to  marry  her  again  biinself  at  that  moment.  He  also 
offered  to  give  her  his  bond  for  an  annuity  of  50/.  if  she  would  save  him  from 
prosecution. 

All  O’Cqnnill,  for  the  Ilefendant,  in  a  very  elcK|uent  i^ieech,  described 
this  as  a  polItiG*religjous  action,  resulting  from  a  sulncription  among  the 
orangc^factioQ ;  and  eofunif  nied  vary  saverelv  on  the  icrqiodenea,  the  pre- 
varicatioas,  anff  contradictions  of  tt»e  priocipsl  female  witaass.

All  tiiese  persons  were  now  married  meny 
and  were  acquainted  with  the  DefeudauU

BOW  STREET.  / 

On  Monday,  informations  were  exhibited  against  several  notorious  honset 
in  the  parish  of  St  Paul,  Covent  garden,  for  selling  cxelseable  liquors  at 
improper  hours  of  the  night,  without  having  a  licence  to  do  so,  contrary  to 
an  express  Act  of  Parliameut.  IVilUum  Lambertf  keeper  of  a  coHIve-rooin 
in  Bow  street,  was  convicted  and  fined  20/.  Jrmee  Carter,  one  of  tlio 
partners  iu  the  famous  **  Mother  Xi.’s  ”  in  Brydgt's  street ;  JoAn  Jtew» 
bottom,  proprietor  of  the  **  Finish  and  Alexander  Grubb,  of  Bow  street, 
were  also  severally  convicted  in  the  penalty  of  20/.  These  are  the  first 
efficient  measures  adopted  by  tlie  parish  uutnorities  to  abate  the  nuisance# 
which  abound  in  this  parish. 

On  Monday,  Pardoe,  a  journeyman  plumber,  having  assaulted  thsf 
j  waiter  at  Grubb’s  ffash  oyster  shop,  was  taken  into  custody' by  the  parish’ 

I  constables.  In  doing  this,  they  were  assaulted  by  the  police-oificers,  whif 
struck  them  with  their  staves.  Stevens,  the  officer,  was  most  ronspicuou# 
in  this  outrage.  He  headed  the  other  officers,  and  forced  Pardoe  from  thtf 
parish-otficers,  telling  them  that  they  would  nut  suffer  any  parish  constable# 
to  meddle  with  their  duty.  Stevens  endeavoured  to  exculpate  himself# 
when  Mr. Halls,  the  Magistrate,  ordered  him  to  be  silent,  saying,  ^  I 
know  the  meaning  of  your  conduct  You  cannot  disguise  your  connection 
with  certain  parties,  who,  a  short  time  since,  disgraced  themselves  in  the 
same  matuiur  that  you  have  now  done.  I  highly  commend  the  conduct  of 
the  parish  officers,  who  hava  lately  been  doing  their  duty  themselves  in  a 
most  praiseworthy  manner ;  and  they  shall  be  assisted  by  our  officers, 
instead  of  being  insulted,  and  having  obstructions  put  in  their  way.*’  As 
an  example  to  the  rest,  the  Magistrates  suspended  Stevens  from  his  situation.

ACCIDENTS,  OFFENCES,  &c. 

.  Lit*  Murder  at  Oxford.— The  first  statement  of  the  supposed 
murder  of  JIfery  Preece  appears  to  have  been  exaggerated  and  partly 
erroneous.  The  woman  was  not  seduced  by  the  person  therein  men¬ 
tioned,  but  had  been  a  prostitute  at  Hereford  before  she  went  to  Oxford. 
Doubts  even  are  now  entertained  whether  any  murder  has  been  com¬ 
mitted.  As  she  is  known  to  have  been  intoxicated  at  the  time,  it  is 
thought  that  a  fall,  and  the  rupture  of  an  internal  blood-vessel,  are 
sufficient  to  account  for  the  injuries  of  which  she  died. 

The  Marquis  of  Tavistock,  on  Saturday  week,  whilst  enjoying  the 
pleasures  of  the  chase,  was  thrown  from  his  horse,  and  his  collar-bone 
broken.  The  noble  Marquis  is  now  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery. — Bedford 
Gatette, 

On  the  15lh  instant  an  inquest  was  held  at  Wei  ford,  in  Northampton¬ 
shire,  on  the  body  of  William  Egerton,  Esq.  of  Eresford  Lodge,  in 
Denbighshire,  who  was  killed  by  the  overturning  of  the  Holyhead  mail, 
as  described  in  our  paper  of  Sunday  last.  It  appeared  that  the  coach 
was  going  at  the  usual  rate,  and  that  the  driver  ^%as  sober  and  a  steady 
man  ;  but  the  accident  was  caused  by  a  very  sharp  turn  in  the  road,  at 
whicl^  the  coach  upset.  There  were  four  inside  and  no  outside  passengers. 
A  moment  before  the  accident  happened,  Mr  Egerton  was  remarking, 
that  he  would  at  any  time  give  an  additional  guinea  to  travel  in  the  mail, 
ii  w€U  to  safe.  His  neck  was  dislocated  by  the  shock :  he  also  received  a 
severe  contusion  on  the  head.  Another  gentleman  was  so  severely 
injured,  that  hit  recovery  is  doubtful.  The  Jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
"  Accidental  Death,*’  with  a  deodand  of  one  shilling  on  the  coach  and 
horses. — ^The  other  gentleman  injured  refuses  to  disclose  his  name  or 
write  to  any  of  his  friends,  exoecting  he  will  shortly  be  better,  although 
be  is  assured  by  the  surgeon  tliat  he  is  in  a  very  dangerous  state.  He  is 
occasionally  delirious,  caused  by  a  severe  cut  on  his  head,  which  was 
scalped  as  completely  as  though  an  expert  practitioner  had  performed  the 
operation  for  trepanning:  this  is  supposed  to  have  been  done  by  his  head 
coming  in  contact  with  the  coach  window.  He  seems  to  be  a  person  of 
eccentric  habits,  though  of  polished  manners,  having  the  appearance  of  a 
perfect  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  about  seventy  years  of  age. 

Yesterday  week  an  inquest  was  held  at  the  Duchess  of  Oldenburgh 
tavern,  on  the  bodies  of  Agnes  and  Sophia  Anderson,  the  two  sisters  who 
killed  them'selves  by  poison,  as  detailed  in  our  last  paper.  It  appeared 
by  their  brother’s  evidence,  that  the  two  ladies,  the  elder  35,  the  younger 
.30  years  of  age,  lived  in  a  retired  manner  in  Wynyatt  street,  and  were 
supported  by  a  brother  in  India,  who  remitted  them  a  small  income. 
Some  time  back  be  sent  them  2501.  for  the  special  purpose  of  apprenticing 
a  nephew  to  Mr  Radnor,  a  surgeon  in  Surrey  street.  The  250/.  was  to 
have  been  paid  as  a  premium  ;  but  as  they  had  to  pay  various  fees  to  the 
College  of  Surgeons,  and  other  expenses,  only  200/.  was  paid  to  Mr 
Radnor,  and  they  gave  their  bill  for  50/.  payable  at  two  years.  They 
had  been  unable  to  meet  it  when  due,  and  thought  that  Mr  Radnor 
would  have  given  time  for  the  payment;  but  having  discovered. that 
the  bill  had  been  negociated,  and  Mr  Radnor  having*  threatened,  them 
with  legal  proceedings  if  the  bill  was  not  paid,  they  were  terrified  «^t  the 
prospect  of  a  prison.  They  had  lived  together  since  the)|r  were  children, 
and  the  fear  of  being  separated  was,  their  brother  believed,  the  chief 
cause  of  their  desperate  act,— The  Jury  returned  a  verdict  of  “  Insanity.’* 
On  Monday  week  a  case  came  before  the  magistratesof  this  city,  which 
might  serve  as  a  supplement  to  the  Warwick  bank-notes'  affair,  or  the 
robbery  of  Messrs  Grimaldi  and  Co.'s  plate.  A  person  named  Smith, 
residing  in  Fleet  street,  lately  came  into  possession  of  70/.  and  determined 
to  indulge  himself.  He  was  drinking  at  a  public-house  in  this  city,  and 
■iiddenly  discovered  that  his  pocket-book, containing  his  bank-notes,  was 
gone.  A  constable  was  sent  tor,  who  searched  some  persons,  but  to  no 
purpose.  Shortly  after,  the  landlord  made  a  proposition  from  the  con¬ 
stable,  that  if  Smith  would  give  him  20/.,  the  whole  of  his  property  should 
be  restored.  This  was  too  large,  and  9/.  was  ultimately  agreed  upon. 
The  constable  then  came  forward,  and  handed  over  the  money,  with  the 
exception  of  the  9/,  Application  was  made  to  the  magistrates,  and  the 
constable  was  called  to  account.  He  denied  that  the  proposition  came 
from  him,  but  said  Smith  made  iU  He  acknowledged  having  received 
the  0/.,— 1/. lOs.  of  which  was  spent;  SI.  was  divided  among  as  many 
other  persons,  one  of  whom  was  a  police-officer ;  and  the  remainder  he 
kept.  The  constable  received  a  reprimand  from  the  magistrates,  and 
the  affair  terminated  by  his  engaging  to  refund  the  whole  of  the  91. — 
Covenity  Observer, 

The  Coroner's  inquest  on  P.  Swsenry,  the  waterman  who  was  run  down 
by  the  Brocktlbank  steam-vessel  and  drowned, after  several  adjournments, 
came  to  a  decision  on  Wednesday,  when  a  verdict  of  Manslaughter  was 
returned  against  Captain  Savage,  of  the  Brockelbank^whh  a  deodand  of 
100/.  on  the  vessel.
